Mr. Ta, committee from the Council, on joint committee 
to report rules and regulations for the permanent government of 
the two Houses, reported.

“On motion of Mr. Gues, of the House, the ladies were invited 
to seats within the bar of the House, 


The committee appointed to wait upon the Governor, reported 
His Excellency present, and ready-to communicate with the con- 
vention. The Governor was introduced by the President and 
proceeded to deliver his Annual Message as follows: 
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MESSAGE. l 


Gentlemen of the Fourth ‘Legislative Assembly : 


I welcome you as the chosen representatives of a brave peo- 
ple strugg gling to open this remote but’ rich and promising Ter- 
ritory ; and I trust that no clashing of local interests, no merely 
personal or partisan schemes will be permitted to obstruct your 
deliberations for the public good ; that the spirit of harmony 

and mutual forbearance, so necessary to the dignity and useful- 
ness of a legislative body, may be carefully preserved through- 
out your session, and that the important interests demanding 
your consideration may meet with unprejudiced and unimpas- 
sioned examination. 

In conformity to law I present to you a statement of the con- 
dition and needs of the Territory, with such suggestions as seem 
to me appropriate ; and whether these suggestions are carried 
out, or others are preferred, it will be my pleasure to give my 
hearty sanction to all measures that shall seem calculated to pro- 
mote the well Peng of, the entire people. 


INDIAN HOSTILITIES. 


You have met at a critical moment in the history. of the Ter- 
ritory. Although the census returns show a steady increase in 
population, ahd the taxable property is estimated at nearly 
double what it was but a year since ; although confidence in the 
mineral resources is unditninished, ana far more acres are under 
cultivation than ever before, the settlement of thé country is re- 
tarded, life and-property are unsafe, and industry is to a large 
extent defeated ‘by the-bold and incessant raids of the hostile 
Indians. The,question of relief from this embarrassing and per- 
ilous’ ‘state of affairs will naturally and properly command your 
first attention. i In my message to thé last Assembly T_used‘the 
following language : 

‘£ Whatever increase may be made in the military force in, the 
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Territory, and, however zealous and ‘intelligent those in command 
may be, L have little faith in any marked or substantial success 
in the subjugation of the Apache, until authority is given to 
“employ the right material ‘and in sufficient strength to maintain 
concerted, continuous, and harrassing movements against him 
from many points in the Territory—a systematic and unintermit- 
ting aggressive war.’ 

In view of their easy subsistence, familiarity with the countzy, 
and the great efficiency of the companies in service here in 1865 
and 1866, I strongly favored the employment of native volunteers, 
but the War Department having failed to authorize the raising 
of such, I went to San Francisco in December last, and made a 
personal application to the military authorities there, for an 
increase in the force of the regular troops in the Territory. I 
was informed by the Division and Department commanders that 
owing to the inadequacy of the total military force upon this 
coast, but a small addition could be made to the strength here. 
Some six new companies were assigned to the Territory and 
reached here in the month of April. The important districts 
below and above the Gila were put under the command of 
officers of distinction, capacity and energy, who, although the 
business of Indian fighting was entirely new to them, entered 
upon their duties with a degree of resolution and interest which 
promised the best results. 

In several battles in which both' officers and men acted with 
great gallantry, a number of the savages were Killed and much . 
property destroyed ; but it soon became apparent that owing to 
the hostilities of the Wallapais, the Pah-Utes, certain of the 
Yavapais, and renegades from other tribes heretofore accounted 
friendly, added to that of-the implacable Apache, a successful 
war could not be waged without more troops. 

These have not been supplied, and the usefulness of many of 
those already ‘here has been greatly impaired by the arbitrary 
and injudicious arrangement of districts and location of posts, 
the unequal distribution of troops, and the designation at San 
Francisco of the peculiar duties they should perform and move- . 
ments they should make, and other details, which in the judg- 
ment of the people, (and I.think in that of all officers who have 
served here,) must be left, to those upon the ground if timely 
and successful operations would be secured. 

The birds of the air are scarcely more erratic in their moye- 
ments than the Indians of Arizona. They are here to-day and 
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a hundred miles away to-morrow ; now they beset the roads to 
the Colorado, ‘and anon they occupy those to New Mexico and 
Sonora. Their rancherias and haunts change with the moon 5 
tribes at this time friendly may be in arms to-morrow, and tribes 
now Hostile may as soon pue for peace. Tt is simply impossible 
for an officer not constantly moving about the Territory and 
clothed with fall power to act, to comprehend the attitude -of 
the Indians or to be prepared by a-quick disposition of troops to 
take advantage of every change and opportunity- Your first 
duty, then, i is to respectfully and ‘earnestly appeal to the ee 
authority for i erection of, the Territory into a 


SEPARATE MILITARY DEPARTMENT. 


This, I am informed, will not put the government to any 
increased expense, but tend to economy ; and if granted, and 
fhe troops are imtelligently combined and handled, under the 
immediate direction of a Department commander having his 
headquarters ‘im the Territory, and prompt to act according to 
the exigency of the hour, who can have no object, or-cause, for 
controversy with his subordinate commanders, and- who will 
define what are hostile acts and compel the Indians to be either 
friendly or hostile ; no longer good Indians at one point and 
bad ai another, then at least the beginning ofthe end óf our 
troubles will have been achieved. 

The system of small, temporary posts, by which ai least one- 
half the troops in the Territory are now rendered unavailable, 
will doubtless be set aside; a few forts will be established at 
points chosen by those familiar with the districts, from actual 
observation. from which troops can be hurled in foree against any 
part of the Indian country and kept there until ‘the end sought 
is fully attained; co-operative movements will be made from 
various parts of the Territory ; raiding parties will be promptly 
followed to their retreats ‘however remote, and the service 
instead. of being so generally irksome and profitless as to pro- 
Yoke even good soldiers to desertion, will have the fascination 
which always’ attends formidable and successful military move- 


ments. : 
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Tt has lately been alleged abroad that Arizona is a vortex into 
which the greater portion of the available military material upon 
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the Pacific coast disappears. Taking into consideration the vast 
extent of the country, and the agility of the hostile Indians, the 
number of troops now here is comparatively small, amounting 
in the district of Prescott, to less than one man to one hundred 
square miles. If the Territory is in any sense a vortex it has 
been made so through the unfortunate system to which I have 
referred, and against a continuation of which economy and rea- 
son most earnestly protest. Yet with thé greatly increased 
efficiency of the troops already here, which must come should 
the Territory be made a distinct Department, some addition to 
the force will be required in order to fhe early attainment of 
peace, and, in accordance with. the popular wish, I have lately 
made a vigorous appeal to the Department commander for more 
regulars, and also renewed my application to the War Depart- 
- ment, (based upon the memorial of the Second Assembly,) for 
authority to raise a regiment of Territorial volunteers to serve for 
the term of two years. 

An Act of Congress adopted at the late special session (in 
July) provides a commission to select permanent reservations 
for:all the Indian tribes now occupying the Territories east of 
the Rocky Mountains, and if said Indians fail to remove to the 
reservations the Secretary of War is authorized to accept the ser- 
vices of mounted volunteers from the Governors of the several 
States and Territories, not exceeding four thousand men in num- 
ber; and for such term of service as in his judgment may be 
necessary for the suppression of Indian hostilities. 

I.do not understand that this law is applicable to Arizona, 
although our necessity is, and I venture to say will be, much 
greater than that of any of the Territories east of the Rocky 
Mountains ; and I think it will not be difficult under a proper 
representation of facts by you (through our Delegate in Congress) 
to have its provisions extended for our benefit. Iwill not here en- 
ter into an argument to establish the advantage of securing a 
native regiment, but be content with the assertion that while high- 
ly appreciating the efficiency of the regulars in the battles named, 
and giving them all deserved credit, I am still of the opinion 
that- no troops can begin to cope with the Apaches and other 
hostile Indians of this Territory in their mountain fastnesses so 
successfully and at so little cost as the volunteers. 

That the General Government will ligten to our reasonable and 
neceésary appeals for a separate Department, and for more 
troops, I most sincerely hope; for with affairs as they now exist . 
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ONE BEELER Sie ae Sees unfer fhe Amer 
ican flag, ** patience has ceased tò bea wirtue.”> Ib will be alike 
unjust to the people who baye come here expecting projection, 
to the thousaids eager to sefile here, ‘to the officers sent here $o 
establish civil law anil order, andl highly diserediible to a gov- 
erment more able than ever before to give security for Tiie and 
property to all its citizens, if melief isnot speedily granted. 
While the war in the Past continued Ib was not do be expected 
that mmeb attention would be given to the frontier, bub now 
there would seem to be no excuse for neglect bo overcome the 
one great barrier to our prosperity, amless, as itis sometimes 
assented, the government does not deem the comiiry worthy of 
occupation and development. Whose who are familar wath its 
rare mineral resources, tis wich feriile valleys, tts umvalled pas- 
toral lands, iis equable and salmtary climate, its gemal skies, and 
all zis capabilities and ossibiliiies, taken as a whole, (notwith- 
standing its large extend ef desert and mouniain,) consider the 
with any of the mineral bearing Territories of the Union, while 
in elmmate it possesses a decided advantage over all, Yo those 
who have here found homes and health, who are endeared to 
the eountry by years of sacrifice and by friendships here form- 
. ei, whose beloved dead here “sleep the sleep ‘that knows not 
breaking,” the thought of abandoning the Teritory because of 
the hostility of a few thonsands of abject wild men, bai a sin- 
gle remove from the brote creation, whe should not be allowed 
to stay the manch of civilization fer a day, and whe if property 
dealt with would meli before the strong arm of the government 
like snow beneath the nown-day sum, 1s Hke repulsive and intol- 


Se See ee eee oe ee or of 
special commissioners, after burried and superficial visits to the 
plains, or the theories of well meaning philanthropists, to those 
who bave Fred among the Indians, who hare dealt with them, 
who know ther innate treachery, who are famifar wath thei 
barbarbus desis, who comprehend fheir low nature and m- 
stincis,.it is folly to talk of expecting g good resnits from a per- 
susie policy. “The Indian pf to-day, whatever He may ‘have! 
been in the past, is not to be bound by treaties, ammes, ar by 
favor of any kind unless first made dearly to understand that 
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the white man is his master and intends to be such for all time. 
For this reason it is idle, as I have already asserted, ‘‘to talk to 
the Apache (or to any hostile Indian,) of reservations while he 
feels any security for life or property outside of them.” Yet, at 
the same time; so far from urging extermination which is sup- 
posed by many to be the war cry of all Arizonians, I have favor- 
ed reservations, provided the Indians placed upon them can and 
will be kept there. To allow them to. go and come at will is to 
subsist and-equip them for robbery and murder. This has been 
clearly and sadly demonstrated. A system of reservations is 
needed here quite as much as in the Eastern territories. One 
Indian, as a competent writer upon Indian affairs asserts, ‘‘ re- 
quires for his maintenance, by his methods of living, as much 
territory as will support a thousand men who live by civilized 
methods, and when by the natural flow of population, the thou- 
sand civilized men require for their homes the place roamed over 
by one Indian, it is justice to all men that he should give way.” 
He must do so, and his only security is upon a reservation, 
where, as his highest motive is to get something to cat-without 
labor, he will be well accommodated, and in time may be taught 
habits of industry, although the task will be a difficult one. 
Excepting those long since provided in this Territory for such 
really friendly tribes as the Pimas and Maricopas, there is but one 
reservation, that at Half Way Bend upon the Colorado river 
above the town of La Paz, for the proper preparation of which, 
for the reception of such of the river and other Indians disposed 
to peace as now have no fixed homes, an approprihtion of fifty 
thousand dollars has been made by Congress and is now being 
expended by the Indian Superintendent, who also has an appro- 
priation this year of seventy thousand dollars for the general 
care of the friendly Indians throughout the Territory. While 
the reservation upon the Colorado will probably be sufficient for 
the river Indians and those who may be forced upon it from the 
country between the Colorado and the Verde, there should, in 
my judgment, be an extensive reservation provided somewhere 
‘in the eastern part of the Territory, perhaps upon the upper 
Gila, for such of the Apaches as may sue for peace. - At each 
reservation there should be a sufficient strength of troops to make 
escape on the part of the Indians an utter impossibility, and 
-trade and intercourse by the whites, if allowed at all, should be 
guarded by. regulations calculated to prevent fraud and demoral- 
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z SURVEYING. 


By an Act of Congress, approved March 2d,.of the present 
year, the Territory was detached from the surveying district of 
New Mexico, and added +o that of California. Next to making 
the Territory a distinct district, this is probably the most conve- 
nient arrangement that could be had, as our relations to Califor- 
nia are far more intimate, and our means of communication 
with that State are far better than with New Mexico. I have 
urged upon the Surveyor General, ‘whose office is in San Fran- 
cisco, and also upon the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office at Washington, the importance of beginning surveys 
here, both of agricultural and mineral lands, at the earliest prac- 
ticable moment, and I am assured that there will be no unrea- 
sonable delay. I have to regret that certain surveys begun upon 
the Gila last winter, by a deputy from the office of the Surveyor 
General of New Mexico, were suspended, as alleged, for the 
want of protection, which I think would have been afforded upon 
application to the proper parties. The transfer of the Territory 
to California would, however, have probably led to a sd a 
of the work early in the spring. 

The announcement in my message to the ihe Assembly that 
the Territory had been created a land district was premature. 
It was not so created until March last, when, as I am informed, 
a Register and Receiver were nominated, but I have not learned 
of their confirmation by the Senate. It is to be hoped that they 
will be able to enter upon the discharge of their duties hére at 
an early day. 
i MINING. 

The appearance of sulphurets in many of the lodes opened in 
Central Arizona necessitates the provision of new:machinery for 
the reduction and separation of the ores, and until this can be 
supplied most of our quartz mills will be idle. Parties: who 
have made tests of the sulphurates, upon a small scale, pro- 
nounce- them exceedingly rich, and have no doubt they can be 
worked in large quantities to great advantage. Some of these 
are now in California, selecting machinery, and their return 
here is expected at an early day, when mining operations will be 
vigorously and; I doubt not, ‘successfully prosecuted ; although 
no great success can be looked for until the roads are made go. 
entirely safe that ee can visit the Territory without endar- 
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gering their lives ; transportation. can be had at reasonable 
rates ; agriculture prosecuted without constant interruption, and 
capital from abroad be induced to come to the aid of our mine 
owners, who although energetic and hopeful, have through the 
obstacles with which they have had to contend, owing to the con- 
dition of the country, in many cases pun exhausted. their 
means. 

Ọperations upon the copper mines at Williams’ Fork, which 
have heen generally suspended during the summer owing to the 
remarkably low price of copper, and for other reasons, will, I am 
informed, be rénewed upon a large scale during the present fall 
and ensuing winter. The great value of the mines was never 
more apparent; and the same may be said of the gold and silver 
lodes along the Colorado from the Gila to the El Dorado Cañon, 
upon several of which much work has been performed within the 
year. 

In Southern Arizona the Indian disturbances and other causes, 
as here, have to.a great degree interrupted operations in the 
mines, but their owners have not lost confidence in their wealth, 
and are eager to proceed in their development at the earliest 
practicable moment. 

The proposed opening of the port of Libertad, in Sonora, will 
it is believed render the shipping of copper ore from Southern 
Arizona, a profitable enterprise, and otherwise prove a source of 
great advantage to the people of that part of the Territory who 
cherish a lively hope that the government, having extended its 
lines upon the north, will take measures to acquire a portion of 
Sonora, at least sufficient to bring- the ports of Libertad and 
Guaymas under the American flag; an acquisition of terri- 
tory likely to prove far -moré profitable to the Union than that 
recently secured, and absolutely essential to the proper develop- 
ment of a large and important part of Arizona. 


AGRICULTURE. 


In the face of all the annoyances from the Indians experienced 
during the present season by our ranchmen, they have, with few 
exceptions, the promise of: large and excellent crops. It is 
found that the land improves by cultivation and that the soil in 
most of the valleys, is of the richest character. Indian corn 
grows luxuriently, and .it is estimated that more. will be pro- 
duced in this military district this year than will be required for 
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‘the use'both of the troops.and the citizens. Contracts to supply 
the government have lately béen let at prices less than those paid 
but a year since for the transportation of grain from California. 
- The fine farming valleys bélow the Gila are more productive 
than ever before, and it is cléarly shown that not only corn and 
small grain, but fruits and vegetables of all kinds; will thrive in 
many parts of the Territory—while in several localities, cotton 
and tobacco have been raised with much success. Although 
disconnected and generally in small:parcels, the agricultural 
lands of the Territory, in the aggregate, amount to'a large area, 
unusually large and fertile for what is commonly called a, desert 
country. , 

Their general cultivation, and the use of the extensive grazing 
lands, (abounding in grasses nutricious at all seasons,) which is 
only delayed by the insecurity of life and property, must, when- 
ever practicable, so reduce the cost of living here as to make the 
Territory one of the most attractive upon the Pacific slope, and 
greatly facilitate all business pursuits. 

Tt has been well said ‘‘ He who cultivates the land the best is 
likely to defend it the best,” and I look upon the care and enthu- 
siasm with which our farmers follow their honorable and useful 
calling,-(one of vital importance in connection with mining) in 
constant risk and exposure, as the most hopeful feature in the 
ne state of the Territory. 


MAILS. 


There has been a very marked and gratifying improvement in- 
the mail service in the Territory since the adjournment of the 
last Assembly. Service between San Bernardino and Prescott, 
between Salt Lake and Callville and Arizona City has been in- 
creased to twice per week, and upon the first of the ensuing 
month is to be made tri-weekly. The overland, from the Rio 
Grande to the Pacific via Tucson, has been re-established, and 
weekly service performed to this ‘time. Now, as I have just 
learned from Washington, service will be tri-weekly i in coaches, 
which will afford the people of Southern Arizona a, great accom- 
modation, and prove advantageous to-the whole Territory. 

For the convenience, however, of the people living north of 
the Gila service is needed from Albuquerque, on the Rio Grande, 
to Prescott. Hi is currently reported that a contract’ has lately 
been let for this route,. but I?have. no- ‘ official infomation upon 
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the matter. Should it appear before the termination of your 
session that the report is incorrect, you will consult the interests 
of a large part of your constituents, and benefit the whole Terri- 
tory, by renewing the appeal of your predecessors for the estab- 
lishment of this important service. 

The citizens of La Paz also insist, with good reason, that they 
should no longer be denied direct mail communication with Pres- 
cott and with San Bernardino. 

The thanks of the people are due i the military officers who 
have promptly and constantly furnished escorts for the mails, 
without which, owing to the unusual activity of the hostile 
Indians, they could not have been carried with security, if at all. 


SCHOOLS. 


+ 


In the opinion of many of the people the time has come for 
some definite and liberal provision for the establishment and 
maintenance of publi¢ schools in the Territory. In the larger 
settlements there are numerous children, and the thought of 
permitting them to grow up in ignorance is not to be tolerated, 
while to sustain private schools is an expense which in most 
cases the parents cannot afford. Section 11, Chapter XXIL, of 
the Code of the Territory provides as follows: 

‘Sec, 11. As soon as there shall have accumulated sufficient 
funds, and a necessity therefor exists, the Legislature shall pro- 
vide for a system of common school education, at the public _ 
expense, and may at any time authorize a tax to be levied by 
school districts for the support of schools, until such system of 
common school education shall be established.” 

The First Assembly, by.Act approved November 7th, 1864, 
appropriated a ‘small sum for public schools in the`towns of 
Prescott, Tucson, La Paz, and Mohave City, to be void and of 
no effect unless said towns, by taxation, appropriation or individ- 
ual enterprise, in each case furnished a like sum of money. 

If Iam correctly informed none of the towns have complied 
with this requirement and the funds of the Territory have not 
been used. The sums, however, are insufficient to be of more 
than a temporary benefit and sufficientfunds have not yet accum- 
ulated, as required by the section of the Code referred to, to 
support a system of common school education, yet I think the 
popular sentiment will heartily sustain you in providing such a 
system and in authorizing fhe counties to levy a reasonable. 
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a tax for its support, according to the jndgment of their 
Supervisors. 


LAW, JAILS AND PRISONERS, 


Civil law and order reign throughout the Territory to a grati- 
fying degree. - The Courts are all well organized, and criminals 
are promptly arrested-and punished, although, here as every- 
where upon the frontier, there are those who forget that ‘lib- 
erty consists in the power of doing that which is permitted by 
the law,” who justify personal ‘redress for’ wrongs and allow 
sympathy rather than evidence to control their judgment. This 
class is not large, however, and will diminish with every year as 
our population increases, and the importance of maintaining the 
dignity of the law under all circumstances is better understood. 

In Yavapai County a substantial jail is in process of construc- 
tion, and steps have been taken for the erection of similar build- 
ings in other counties, but as it will be some time before they 
are fitted for use, it has been suggested to me, and I give you the 
suggestion, that it will be wise tor your honorable bodies to enact 
a law authorizing the Sheriffs of the respective counties to em- 
ploy, or cause to be employed, all able bodied male prisoners as 
laborers upon the roads, or in such public works as may be most 
required. This is the custom in many States and Territories, 
even where the jail accommodations are ample, and it has been | 
found to conduce both to the health of the prisoners and to the 
accomplishment of much useful labor. 


PENITENTIARY, 


By an Act of Congress, approved January 22nd last, fhe net 
proceeds of the Internal Revenue collected in the Territories 
for the fiscal year ending’ June 30th, 1866, and the two succeed- 
ing years are appropriated for the purpose of erecting (under the 
direction of the Secretary of the Interior) penitentiary buildings, 
at such places as may be designated by the Legislatures thereof 
and approved. by the Secretary of the Interior. The sum appro- 
priated for use in Arizona is limited to forty thousand dollars. 

I some time since received a letter from the Secretary of the 
Interior calling my attention to this Act, and inviting me to 
bring it to your notice, and to request you to designate a loca- 
tion for a penitentiary in this Territory. This should be done 
at the present Session, and in connection therewith I respectfully 
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suggest, that inasmuch as the collection of Internal Revenue 
was not begun here until more than half the time allotted for 
the accumulation of the penitentiary fund had expired, it will 
be no more than just to petition Congress for an extension of 
that time so as to allow the full three years as given to the other 
Territories, or better, in view of our limited population, and to 
put us on a footing with the other Territories, whatever number 
of years may be required to secure to us the sum of forty thou- 
sand dollars as designated. 


\ 
MARSHAL AND DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 


Two of the most important federal offices in the Territory are 
unoccupied much of the time because of the wholly inadequate 
compensation allowed their incumbents by the existing laws of 
Congress. Many legal interests of much importance to the 
Territory and to the General Government have suffered, and 
are suffering, in consequence, and the Courts and people are put 
to great inconvenience ‘and loss. I would suggest to you to 
petition Congress to affix such salaries to these offices as will 
enable their occupants to hold them without personal sacrifice, 
and to give the proper time and attention to the important duties 
required at their hands, 


' FINANCES, 


The total Territorial indebtedness amounts to twenty-eight 
thousand three hundred and seventy-five dollars ($28,375) in 
national currency. Some nine thousand dollars ($9,000) of the 
gold bonds, issued under authority of the First Assembly, will 
become due within thè ensuing year. I called the attention of 
the last Assembly to the importance of making provision for 
their payment, but the matter was not acted upon. 

The credit and good faith of the Territory demand that prompt 
action be taken’ by you, and the Territorial Treasurer in his 
annual report, herewith submitted, suggests that if it is found 
impossible, owing to our slender revenues, to pay these bonds, 
an-Act should be passed authorizing the issue of new ones in their 
stead, in such form as will be most acceptable to the present 
holders. This is the least that can be done in justice to the par- 
ties, who, unless some provision is made by you, will not only 
fail to secure the principal, but will receive no further interest 
upon:the same. “The Treasurer i is of opinion. ‘that the new bonds, 
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should be in national currency, and suggests that ae, be made 
for the term of ave or ten years. 


MEXICAN AFFAIRS. 


To the last Assembly I spoke of Mexican affairs. as approach- 
ing their, crisis so far as regarded the downfall of the so-called 
empire, its doom being sealed. by Mr. Seward’s dispatches. In 
the words of the same eminent statesman I now congratulate 
you that 

‘The Mexican nation seems at tae to have triumphed over all 
its internal and foreign enemies, and to have reached a crisis 
when, if left alone, it may be expected to restore tranquillity and 
to reorganize itself upon permanent foundations of union, free- 
dom and republican government.” 

In the comment of a popular writer of the day: 

** This is not the hopeful but, we believe, the just view to take 
of the case. The Mexicans did not stand the test in the first 
excitement after victory, smarting under recent wrongs; few 
nations do; in our case, when similarly situated, there were loud 
cries for vengeance against the instigators of'the rebellion. But 
popular indignation in Mexico will gradually subside, and will, 
we trust, be replaced by wiser thoughts and bettér feelings.” 


NATIONAL. 


In the great nation of which we are a humble part it is gratify- 
ing to note that within the past year substantial progress.has 
been made in the responsible and patriotic work of establishing 
** Liberty and Union, one and inseparable.” ‘The people of the 
North and of the South, however angry and threatening the 
politicians and parties, however vexed and vexatious the public 
questions at issue, are steadily, if not rapidly, approaching a 
good understanding; reason is taking the place of passion; in- 
dustry is revived, and to add plenty to. peace, even the blòod- ` 
stained fields of the South are groaning beneath a harvest such as 
has seldom been vouchsafed to any people. l 

The sovereign State of Nebraska, but lately -a Tya as 
unpretending as our own, has been added to the Union, and’the 
public domain has been largely increased by the purchase of ex- 

.tensive possessions in the far north ; the war debt, is within con- 
trol and, already much diminished, and the national. tng, now. 
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the emblem of a people wholly and consistently free, was never- 
before so widely honored, respected and revered. 

Although years may be required fully to perfect the great 
labor of reconstruction upon an enduring basis, to blot out the 
memory of the turbulent past, and entirely to heal the national 
wounds, I apprehend no obstacles or dangers that may not be 
amicably overcome by the sound sense, the justice and magna- 
nimity of the people, united as they must be int interest, in senti- 
ment and in social institutions, and looking for guidance to Him 
who has protected them hitherto, and who is ‘‘ high above all 


nations, and His glory above the heavens.”

The Committee on Military and Indian Affairs, beg leave 
respectfully to report: : 


That a proper and truthful representation of the condition of 
our Territory, discloses not only a sad picture of the experience 
of the past few years, but also a gloomy prospect for the future, 
unless happily some change can be made, both in the policy 
hitherto adopted, and the mode of executing that policy. ` 

Also, this Territory. is settled by an industrious, hardy and 
enterprising people, many of whom, (and they who have had 
the best opportunities afforded them. for its exploration are the 
most confident,) are well satisfied with its resources, both min- 
eral, pastoral and agricultural, and believe it to be well adapted 
to become the peaceful habitation of civilized.men, and that 
with proper protection, it would: soon contribute no small share 
to that volume of mineral wealth, which is being poured into 
the lap of commerce and trade, from the Pacific slope. : 

But hopeful as are the people, confident as are the hardy pio- 
neers, the history of whose individual experience would be more 
startling than are the imagined.deeds of fiction; they are well 
nigh disheartened and discouraged. They have buffeted the 
surges of danger and destruction, until the strongest arm is 
paralyzed, the strongest heart is faint. i i 

A truthful recital of the “experience of the past year, will; in 
thé opinion of your committee, satisfy all that itis not without 
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reason, that this so general feeling of discouragement pervades 
all classes, and the active labor of the country has well nigh 
ceased. 

The depredations committed upon the property, both of the 
Government and the citizens, for the past twelve months, in the 
aggregate, amounts to a sum, which, to those who know nothing 
of the character of these desperate Apaches, would seem incred- 
ible; but large as is the amount of this loss of property, it is as 
of nothing worth, compared with the terrible destruction of life, 
with which it has been accompanied. Strong men have fallen 
at their ploughs, in their houses, by the wayside, in their jour- 
neyings, trains robbed of their rich lading and their animals, 
principals and agents of parties who have come here from various 
States in the Hast, with the view of investing capital to develop 
our mines, occupy rude graves together. From the Rio Grande 
to the Colorado, rough graves and grim skeletons are finger 
posts to mark the track of savage ferocity and cruelty. The 
country, so far from improving, is in no respect so safe, either 
for business or for travel, as it was eight or ten years since. 

The result of this condition of things, is the abandonment of 
settlements which were being established, and the withdrawal 
of capital, a general suspension of industrial pursuits, a perfect 
stop to all immigration to the Territory, and an exodus of the 
people from a country they had hoped to call their home. The 
time seems to have arrived, in our experience, when it shall be 
decided whether so rich and extensive a Territory, situated as 
ours is, on the most direct and practicable route of travel from 
the Atlantic to the Pactiic, shall be abandoned to the sole pos- 
session and occupancy of the most murderous, worthless, thiev- 
ing race of savages upon this continent, or whether it shall be 
held by civilized man. The joint occupancy, upon the condi- 
tions under which we now live, is no longer tolerable; the con- 
test is too unequal. Even”while this report is being written, 
here, in the Capital of the Territory, the funeral procession of a 
fresh victim of savage cruelty is passing, bearing the body of 
one of three citizens, who were traveling on the public highway 
about five miles from this town, in the daytime; the other two 
escaping with serious wounds, reaching the town with their team. 
Without saying where or upon whom reproaches should fall, 
for the miserable failures in the past for the subjection of these 
wild Indian tribes, your Committee would fail either in their 
duty to themselves, their position as Representatives, as well as 
the people of the Territory, if they failed either to condemn 
such measures as have been productive of no good results, or to 
commend the adoption of such as experience and observation 
would seem to sanction and dictate. 

.. Your Committee believe that no successful campaign can be 
carried on against such an enemy as the Apache Indian, either 
with the present, or with an increased force, so long as that force 


is directed by a commander a thousand miles distant from the - 


scene of strife, and that over a country: where communication is 


. 
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so slow and so difficult, when officers ready and willing, as are 
the commanding Generals in this Territory, to do their duty 
both to the service to which they belong and to the people of the 
country they have come to defend and protect, are restrained in 
acting promptly, according to the dictates of their judgment, 
as well as the circumstances which surround them, by orders 
issued under other conditions, by an officer one thousand miles 
away, there can be no efficiency in the force here, and hence no 
practical results. 

Your Committee cannot too strongly express their hearty con- 
currence and approval of so much of His Excellency Governor 
MoCormicr’s message, as suggests the establishment of a sepa- 
rate department for this Indian Territory, and to express the 
hope that every proper effort will be made to secure such a 
result. | 

In regard to the military force of the Territory, your Commit- 
tee ‘can give no official information. as the Adjutant General is 
absent from the Territory, and has left neither report nor infor- 
mation for our guidance. 

Your Committee believe that a regiment of Arizona troops 
would be more efficient than any other class of troops which can 
be employed in the service. Their acquaintance with the coun- 
try, with the haunts and habits of the Indians; their earnest 
desire to rid the Territory of their common foe, alike commend 
them for the service in which they are anxious to engage. And 
we would also respectfully urge, that should a regiment be rais- 
ed, its officers be selected entirely from the citizens of the Terri- 
tory. 

Toir Committee having, without entering into painful details, 
set forth our true condition, and suggested or concurred in the 
adoption of such remedies as our needs require, after urging 
every effort which can be made by a people so far removed as we 
are from the source of power to secure their adoption, cannot 
refrain from an expression of their entire confidence in the read- 
iness and ability of the commanding and subordinate officers 
now within the Territory, as well as the soldiers under their con- 
trol, to render the people far greater aid than. they are now 
enabled to do, were they not restrained by orders issued from 
San Francisco. f 

Thankful to a kind Providence that amid so many and so great 
dangers we are among the spared, we would say to such of the 
people as are inclined to despair of out future, to be hopeful still, 
confidently:believing that: the Government of the United States 
will. not permit a handful of miserable Indians to drive us from 


our homes. ;

Wauersas, The people of the United States, and particularly 
those of the frontier territories, occupied by hostile Indians, have 
been given implied, if not an expressed: assurance by the govern- 
ment, that the army should protect them and their property, 
while struggling against the difficulties and dangers, and endur- 
ing the privations incident to the settlement and development of 
new countries; and whenever an officer, of any rank in the mili- 
tary service, neglects to carry out whatever is necessary to this 
object, either from inability or disinclination to comprehend the 
situation, from mistaking sympathy with the savage, from a dis- 
position to an arbitrary use of power, from lack of a definite poli- 
cy, or from any motive, or for any cause whatsoever, it is then 
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the right of the people to respectfully petition for relief, and 
it is therefore, 

Resolved, By the House of Representatives, the Council concur- 
ring, that we do earnestly request that the Territory of Arizona 
be removed from under the command of the present department 
commander, Brevet Major General Irwin McDowell, and made 
into a separate department, with the commanding officer residing 
within its limits, and reporting directly to Major General Hal- 
leck, commanding the division of the Pacific, in whom our peo- 
ple have entire confidence. 

Resolved, That m our present district E Generals

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States tr 
Congress assembled z 


Your memorialist, the Legislative Assembly of the TF 

of Arzona, respectfully represent, that the people of this Ferri- 
tory are Ameriean citizens, and loyal te the Government of the 
United States, and that they bave immigrated to the Fermtory 

im good faith, for the purpose of making the same their homes. 
Believing the Territory to be rich im agricultural and mineral 
resources, they desire to live here, but owing to the hostility of 
the Indians that infest the whole ‘Ferrttory, fear that they will 
be compelled to abandom their Improvements and leave the Fer- 
mtory. Already many have been forced to leave ther farms and 
mining operations, and seek security within the various towns 
and military camps throughout the Verritory. 

The damage ta our people is fearful. Almast every day the 
sad tidines of the death of some of our citizens reach us—Eilled 
by the Indians; scarcely a road or foot-path im the Perritery is 
safe for travel; not even im the villages or near the military 
camps are we secure, With the past few months, our foes 
have heen termibly im earnest, and seem determmed to drive us 
from the Territory. Within a short time they have Milled many 
of our best citizens, and citizens of other States and Territories 
who were here for the purpose ef examining our mimes. 

Our losses im property are temible Withm the past few 
months, hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth of Inve stock 
have beem stolen by the Indians, thereby stopping the farmers 
and miners from pursuing g their avocations And we are power- 
less to resistor help ourselves, The United States troops within 
the Ferritory are few, and, however willing, are totally insuffi- 
cient to protect or aid us. We are sirivmme to hold the eauntry, 
but feel that, unless we have speedy assistance, we will be com- 


i 
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pelled to abandon the property we still have, and leave the Ter- 
ritory. And in our desperate and straitened circumstances, we, 
as loyal citizens of the United States, call upon Congress to 
assist us. We are, as a people, unable to raise and support 
troops; we therefore pray your honorable body to authorize, by 
Act of Congress, the Governor of this Territory, to raise in this 
Territory, one regiment of volunteers, infantry or cavalry, to be 
used in the service of the United States in this Territory, for the 
term of three years, or until the Indians aré subdued or peace 
obtained. And as in duty bound, your memorialist will ever 
ray. 
Resolved, That our Delegate in Congress, Hon. Cores Basurorp, 
is hereby requested to present the foregoing memorial to Con- 
gress, as soon as can be done, at the opening of that body, and 
to use all honorable means in his power to secure the passage of 
an act in accordance with said memorial.

SUBSTITUTE FOR HOUSE MEMORIAL NO. 1. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States, in 
Congress assembled : 


Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of Arizona, would respectfully represent, that the people of this 
Territory are loyal citizens of the United States; that they have 
immigrated to Arizona for the purpose of making their homes 
within its limits; believing the country to be rich in agricultural 
and mineral resources, they have sought out and made homes 
here, hoping for, and trusting in good faith to the General Gov- 
ernment for protection for their lives and property; that since 
the organization of the Territory, these hopes have been contin- 
uously maintained by successive promises from the several com- 
manders of the departments to which Arizona has belonged. 
That each change with reference to this district has been wel- 
comed as the promise of relief from the head of the department. 
But after years of the most relentless warfare with our common 
foe, patiently waiting and suffering, yet hoping almost against 
hope, they find themselves in “the most deplorable condition, 
surrounded on every side by the unrelenting savage, robbed of 
their property, their neighbors murdered, powerless to defend 
themselves, much less to assist a neighbor in distress. Even the 
Capital of the Territory is not safe from their barbarous attacks. 
Within the very limits of the town of Prescott, the citizens have 
been robbed repeatedly, within the past summer—this, too, 
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within gunshot of Fort Whipple. Daily and nightly raids are 
made, either upon crops or stock. 

Nor is this the condition of the country in a particular section 
only, but it exists from New Mexico on the east to near the Col- 
orado of the west; from Sonora on the south to Utah on the 
north. We have said that we are powerless. ‘This is literally 
true ; for, while a descent is made upon property, or stock is be- 
ing run off, should the vagabonds be pursued, then the reserved 
guards at once attack our very firesides, and Heaven’s best gifts 
to man are murdered. The United States mails are weekly and 
almost daily attacked, the carriers frequently killed and the 
mails destroyed. 

At this very instant, the writer of this memorial looks from the 
window of the Legislative Hall, and sees two wounded men and 
the corpse of another arrive. They have just been run out of 
the woods, scarcely without the limits of the plat of the capital. 
Now, earnestly but respectfully, we would ask, are we still to be 
denied that protection to which all true and faithful citizens are 
entitled under the flag of our common country. 

Owing to the hostility of the Indians that infest the whole 
Territory, well grounded fears prevail that the settlers will be 
compelled to abandon their homes, their all. Already many 
have been forced to leave their farms and mines, to seek security 
within the various towns and military posts, some of which are 
but a little more secure. The damage sustained by this people, 
in the loss of life and property, is fearful. It is confidently 
asserted, and we believe it to be true, that within the last five 
years, the number of lives lost in this Territory by the Indians, 
will exceed seven hundred, and those were of the most enter- 
prising and industrious of our citizens. Loafers seek danger 
no more than they do labor. The losses of property are im- 
mense. Within the past few months, hundreds of thousands of 
dollars’ worth of live stock have been stolen by the Indians, 
thereby stopping the farmers and miners from the pursuit of 
their avocations. 

Convinced of the unsurpassed richness of the agricultural and 
mineral resources of the Territory, we desire to live here—here 
where we have hopefully invested our all. Should we be com- 
pelled to abandon the country, so poor are we that there is not 
sufficient means of transportation in Arizona, to convey its citi- 
zens from danger; thousands would be compelled to go on foot 
across the deserts by which we are surrounded. But again, we 
ask, shall it ever be that American citizens shall be compelled to 
abandon any portion of the territory of the United States, by a 
few thousands (at most) of hostile Indians, whilst the American 
flag shall remain the ensign of a mighty nation of freemen? We 
will not believe it. We will yet believe that, when your honor- 
able body shall know our desperate and straitened condition, 
relief will at once be granted. 

The United States troops within the Territory are few, and 
however willing, (as they have shown themselves to be for the 
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past six months,) are totally insufficient to protect us, paralyzed 
_ ag they are by orders from a distance of near a thousand miles 
` and oecupied in guarding injudiciously located posts. We are, 
‘as a people, unable to raise and support troops at our own ex- 
pense. We are convinced of the impracticability of fighting 
Indians through orders from San Francisco, California. 
Therefore, your memorialists most respectfully pray, that you 
authorize the Governor of this Territory to raise in this Terri- 
_ tory, one regiment of volunteer .cavalry, to be used in the ser- 
. vice of the United States, within Arizona, for the term of three 
years, or until the Indians are subdued, or peace secured. 
Therefore in furtherance of the objects of this memorial, be it

XIV, of 
the Code dof the Territory, I herewith furnish, to be entered 
upon the Journal of the House; my reasons for voting in the 
negative upon the adoption of a preamble and resolutions passed 
by the House on yesterday, and entitled : 

‘Preamble and Resolutions, asking that the- Territory of Ari- 
zona, be removed from under: the command ‘of Brevet Major 
General Irwin McDowell, and made a separate department.” 

When the facts exist as set forth in the preamble, I ‘do not 
except to them, or to'the right of the people to petition for 
telief. But I do not believe that all, or any considerable part, of 
the charges made (or rather insinuated) in the-preamble, are 
true, as applied to General McDowell, commander of the depart- 
ment of California, of: which Arizona forms a part. ` I do not 
feel warranted in saying, (as intimated in the preamble) that 
there is ‘‘inability or disinclination ” on the part of the depart- 
ment commander, to ‘“comprehend the situation,” or that he is 
actuated by “mistaking” (a mistaken evidently meant) sympa- 
thy with the savage,” or ‘‘from a disposition to an arbitrary use 
of power, if. not- interfered with by parties” in civil life, even to 
the extent of claiming to be the moving cause in whatever the 
department commander has done with a view to the protection 
of our people. 

I am of opinion that whatever of error theré may be in the 
administration of military affairs here, is due and mainly charge- 
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able to the unnecessary and persistent interference above allud- 
ed to. 

I think I am credibly informed, that none of the eer Te 
of the several districts into which the Territory is divided, are 
restricted in their operations, as is the commander of the district 
of Prescott; and the cause of this restriction is not, in my judg- 
ment, in any way chargeable to the commander of said district. 

I desire further to say, that the second resolution meéts my 
entire approbation. To my personal knowledge it is true, and 
merjted to an eminent degree, as applied, to Brevet Brigadier . 
General Gregg, commander of the district of Prescott. My only 
regret is, that it was presented in a connection so objectionable. 

In conclusion, I will only add-that an application for a sepa- 
rate department, based upon other grounds than inuendo against 
any one, would meet my hearty approval. These reasons would 
be more specifically given, were it not for encumbering the Jour- 


nals.

Mr. Spzaxer: I beg leave to submit the following minority 
report: 


Having examined the bill locating the capital of the Territory 
at Tucson, I find that the said town is situated in the extreme 
southern portion of the Territory, and not far from the line of 
Mexico. That it is situated in a portion of the Territory that 
offers few if any inducements to emigrants. It is located in 
neither a mineral. or agricultural country. It is true that there 
are mines and agricultural lands in southern Arizona, but they 
are situated more than forty miles from Tucson, and for building 
purposes, there is neither timber nor stone within forty miles of 
said town. I find that itis one of the oldest towns in the Terri- 
tory, and hasa population of some one thousand inhabitants, prin- 
cipally Mexicans. The census of last year shows that a large 
majority of the population of the Territory is outside of Pima 
County, and above the Gila River. And the election returns of 
the last general election, show that at least two-thirds of the 
‘voters of the Territory, live outside of said county, and north of 
said river. If these are facts—and I do not believe they can be 
disputed—I cannot believe that the best interests of the Terri- 
tory will be subserved by locating the capital at this time. I 
therefore recommend that the bill locating the capital at Tucson, 
do not pass. and that the question of the location of the same 
be submitted to the people, in some form, at the next general 
election. And herewith submit, and respectfully offer, the fol- 
lowing, as a substitute for said bill. °

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Arizona: 


Secrion 1. At the next general election, to be held throughout 
the Territory of Arizona on the first Wednesday in June, in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and sixty-eight, it shall and 
may be lawful for the qualified electors of said.,Territory to 
decide by ballot, either fot or against the removal of the seat 
of ‘government of said Territory, in the manner hereinafter pro- 


vided. 
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Sec. 2 In the same manner in which the names of candi- 
dates are inscribed upon the ballots used at said election, it shall 
and may’be lawful for the qualified electors as aforesaid, to in- 
scribe upon their ballots, the words, ‘‘for the removal of the seat 
of government,” or “‘ against the removal of the seat of govern- 
ment,” as the case may be. 

Sec. 3. The vote herein authorized to be given, shall be 
canvassed and returned, in all respects, as the vote for Delegate 
in Congress is now authorized. and required by law to be can- 
vassed and returned. 

Sec. 4. When the vote herein authorized to be given. shall 
have béen canvassed and returned as provided in section three of 
this act, and it is found upon comparison to be made by the Secre- 
tary ofthe Territory, that the majority of all the votes cast is for 
the remoyal of the seat of government, he shall forthwith certify 
the fact to the Governor, whereupon it shall be the duty of the 
Governor to issue his proclamation convening the next ensuing 
session, of the Legislative Assembly of said Territory, at the 
town of Tu¢son, in the county of Pima, in said Territory.

Your memorialist, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory 
of Arizona, having at their last session memorialized your hon- 
orable body with reference to the setting off of the greater por- 
tion of Pah-Ute County, and all of Mohave County, west of the _ 
Colorado River, ‘to the State of Nevada, would again most earn- 
estly but respectfully appeal to your honorable body, for the 
relief sought, and so much desired by all the citizens of Arizona, 
and especially the inhabitants of the said portion of this Terri- 
tory. i 
We, your memorialists, had: great hope that the Legislative 
Assembly of the State of Nevada would listen to our memorial 
and petition of last year, and would not compel an unwilling 
people to become a part of ‘their State, when the relations are, 
and necessarily must ever be so unnatural and inconvenient, 
while the relations of Pah-Ute and’ Mohave counties, (the por- 
tion in question) are most naturally and conveniently. situated to 
and with those of Arizona Territory.

_ PETITION TO MAJOR W. R; PRICE. 
Your petitioners, members of the Fourth Legislature of the 
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Territory of Arizona, most respectfully. represent that the settle- 
ments in the county of Pah-Ute are unable to defend themselves 
against the hostile tribes which infest the country. That they 
are too far removed from any military post now established, to 
to receive succor in the event of attacks, That the very threat- 
ening attitude of the Indians during the past six months, has 
caused the commander of Fort Mohave to keep a company of 
Infantry at El Dorado Cañon, a detachment, of which was tem- 
porarily stationed at the Vegas Ranch, on account of the bellig- 
erent demonstrations of the Indians. It is found that these 
troops will be taken or ordered away, which would leave the 
several settlements of the Muddy, Callville, El Dorado Cañon 
and the Vegas Ranches exposed to the merciless savages, whose 
incessant thieving depredations have been the cause of great 
troubles, frequently robbing the trains from Southern California 
destined for Utah and Montana, of their every animal. And 
within the past twa years the losses to settlers and travelers have 
been estimated and amounts to $12,500. 

Your petitioners would further represent that in the event of 
attack, the infantry could be of little service unless the attacks 
should be made near to them. That the Vegas Ranches are 
nearly a central point of these settlements, and directly on the 
main road leading from Southern California to Utah and Mon- 
tana. And that said road is entirely without permanent military | 
protection. 

Your petitioners would therefore respectfully ask that you shall 
order a company of cavalry to be stationed at the Vegas Ranch 
for the protection of the road and those settlements, and your 
petitioners will ever pray, ete.

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: A PROCLAMATION, 


BY RICHARD C, McCORMICK, GOVERNOR OF THE TER- 
RITORY OF ARIZONA, ANNOUNCING THE APPOR- 
TIONMENT OF MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATURE, 
UNDER THE CENSUS OF 1867. 


To al whom t% may concern: 


Wuenreas, under chapter fourteen of the Code of said Terri- 
ritory and the amendments thereto, it is prdvided that in the 
mnih of March, in each year, the Assessor of each county in 
the Territory shall take à census or enumeration of the inhabit- 
ants thereof; and, 

Wuerras, it is further provided that upon such census or 
enumeration being returned to the Governor, he shall, on or 
before the first day in May, determine and apportion the num- 
ber of members of each branch of the Legislature to which 
each county is entitled;.under such census or enumeration ; and 
thereafter, and until another apportionment shall be made, each 
county shall elect the number of members so appointed to such 
county ; and 3 

Wuersas, it is further provided that upon such determination 
and apportionment being made by tne Governor, he shall issue 
his‘ proclamation, announcing ‘such apportionment, and the 
basis of popilation upon which the same is made. 

Now therefore, in pursuance of the duty so enjoined upon me, 
I, Richard ©. McCormick, Governor of the Territory of Arizona, 
do hereby announce that, having received certified copies of the 
census returns for the present year (excepting for the county of 
Pah-Ute, in the absencé of which I have made use of those for 
1866), and duly examined the sdme, I have made the following 
apportionment of members of the Legislature, to which each 
county is entitled, and until another apportionment shall be 
made each county will elect the number of members so appointed 
to such county, viz. : 

The county of Pima, four members of the Council, and seven 
members of, the House. 

The county of Yuma, one member of the Council, and three 
members of the House. 
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The counties of Mohave and Pah-Ute together, one member 
of the Council, and two members of the House. ` 

The county of Yavapai, three members of the Council, and 
six members of the House. , 

Said apportionment being upon the basis of a population of 
eight hundred persons to-one member of the Council, and of . 
four hundred persons to one member of the House. 

It being understood, however, that while, in accordance with 
law; this apportionment is made-to include members of both ` 
branches of the Legislature, there will be no election of mem- 
bers of the Council the present year, except to fill vacancies ` by 
resignation or death—the members of the Council being chosen 
for two years. .

Also, in each county, members of the Council, to fill vacan- 
cies caused by resignation or death. . 

Also, in each county, a District Attorney, County Recorder, 
County Treasurer, Sheriff, one Supervisor, and two Coroners. 

And in each election precinct, in each of said counties, one, 
and not more than two, Constables, and two Justices of the 
Peace ; and in each precinct containing a population of ‘more 
than eight hundred persons, to be ascertained by the Probate 
Court, one additional Justice of the Peace.
